SPOT WHERE LASALLE VISITED IN 
TEXAS IN 1675-MEETING IS HELD

historic spot where LaSalle estab­ 
lished in 1675 the first white set­ 
tlem ent in Texas, a group of T ex ­ 
as men and women recently started 
a m ovem ent to preserve and mark 
perm anently its location. 
D ue to the recent discovery in 
Spam o f certain 
docum ents and 
charts, the location of LaSalle’s 
colony has b u n definitely estab ­ 
lished by Prof. Herbert E Bolton, 
of B erkeley, California, as being 
on the west bank of the Garcita
